HEREAS , under 
WM pretence that We in- 
VAſſtend ro make War: a- 
{| gainſt the Parliament 
Pl (che contrary whereof 
Sl] is notoriouſly known 
2Z<Dv|| toallthatarc here, and 
| as We hopeby this time 
apparent to all other 
Our Subjects, as well by Our Declaration of 
the ſixreench of June, as by the Teſtimony of 
A2 all

all Our Nobility and Counſell , who are here 
upon the place) And by colour'of the Authority 
of both Houſes of Parliament (a major part 
whereof arenow abſent from Loudon ) by the 
contrivance of {ome few evill perſons, diſguil- 
ing and colouring their pernicious Deſignes 
and Hoſtile Preparations , under the plauſible 
names of , The preſervation of publike Peace, and 
defence off Us., and both Houſes of Parliament, 
From Force and violence: It harh been 'endea- 
vourcd to raiſe Troops of Horſe afid-other 
Forces. CE | 

And for that purpoſe they have prevailed, 
not onely to prohibit Our own Moneys to be 
paidto Us, orto Our uſe, but, by the Name and 
Authority of Parliament, toexciteQur Sub- 
jects to contribute their Afſtancero them, by 
bringing.in Moneys, Plate, or under vwriting to 
furniſh and maintain Horſes, Horſmen , and 
 Arms;Andto that purpoſe certain Propoſitions 
or Orders (..as they are ftiled bythem ) have 
been printed, whereby they have endeavoured 
to engage the Power and Authority of Parlia- 
ment( as if the two Houſes, without Us, had 
that Power and Authority ) to ſave harmeleſſe 
allchoſe thar ſhall ſo contribute, from all Pre- 
= - judice

judice and Inconvenience that may befall them 
by occaſion thereof. 

Andalchough We well hope that theſe Ma- 
lignant perſons (whoſe Actions donow ſuffi- 
ciently declare their former Intentions) will be 
able to prevail with few of Our good people, to 
contribute their Power or Aſſiſtance unto 
them ; Yer, leaſt any of Our Subjects ( taking 
upon truſt what thoſe Men afhrm ) without 
weighing the grounds of it, or the:danger tg 
Us, themſelyes, and the Common-wealth, 
Which would enſue thereupon, ſhauld indeed 
beleeve ( what theſe perſons would infinuare, 
and have them to beleeve) That ſuch their 
Contribution and Aſſiſtance would tend to the 
preſervation of the publike Peace, and the De- 
fence of Us and both Houſes of Parliament, 
and that thereby they ſhould not incur any 
danger. 

We,that We mightnot be wanting (as much 
aSinUs lieth) to foreſhew and to prevent the 
danger which may fall chereupon, Have here- 
by thought good to declare and publiſh unto” 
all Our loving Subjects » That by the Laws of 
the Land, ' the power of raiſing of Forces or 
Arms, orlevying of War for the defence ow the 
| Ng-

kingdomyor otherwiſe, hath alwaies belonged 
ro Us,and to Us onely , and that by no Power 
of either, or both Houſes of Parliament ,or o- 
cherwiſe contrary to Our perſonall Com- 
mands,any Forces can be raiſed , or any Warle- 
vied. 

And therefore,by the Statute of the ſeventh 
yeer of Our famous Progenitor , King Edward 
the firſt , whereas there had been then ſome 
variances betwixt him and ſome great Lords of 
the Realm,and,upon Treaty thereupon, it was 
agreed.that inthe nextParliament after , provi- 
fionſhould be made , Thar in all Parliaments, 
and all other Aſſemblies which ſhould be in 
the kingdom for ever, that every man ſhould 
come without Force and Armour , well and 
peaceably : Yer at the next Parliament when 
they met together to take advice of this Buſi- 
neſſe ( though ic concerned the Parliament it 
ſelf ) che Lords and Commons would nottake 
itupon them, but anſwered, That it belonged 
tothe Kingrodefend force of Armourand all 
other force againſt the Peaceat all times when 
it pleaſed Him , and to puniſh them which 
ſhould do contrary , according tothe Laws & 
Uſages of the Realm,and that they were bound

to aid Him,as their Soveraiga Lord, art all ſea- 
ſons when need ſhould be. Andaccordingly in 
Parliament,ia after times > The King alone did 
iſſue His Proclamations, prohibiting bearing 
of Armes by any perſon, in, or neer the Cirtie 
where the Parliament was, excepting ſuch of 
the Kings Seruantsas Hee ſhould depure , or 
ſhould be deputed by his Commandment, and 
alſo excepting the Kings Miniſters. And by the 
Statute of Northampton,made.in the ſecond yeer 
of King Edward the third, Itis enacted, That no 
man,of what condition ſoever he be ( except 
the Kings Servants, in His preſence, and His 
Miniſters in executingthe Kings Precepts,or of 
their Office, and ſuch as be in their company 
aſciſting them.) go,nor ride armed by night or 
day in Fairs, Markets, nor inthe preſence of the 

Juſtices,or other Miniſters, nor in no part. elſe- 

where. 

Andthis power ofraifing Forces to be ſole- 

ly ia the King, is fo known and inſeparable a 

righttothe Crown,Thart when, in the reign of 

King Henry the eight, there being a ſudden Re- 

bellion;the Earle of Shrewsbury., without War- 

rantfrom the King,did raiſe Arms for the ſup- 


preſsionthereof,and happily ſuppreſled it, yer 
WAs.

was he forced to obtain his Pardon. And 
whereas the Duke of Glouceſter, andother 
great Lords, inthe eleventh yeer of King Ri- 
chardthe ſecondi(upon pretence of the good of 
the King and Kingdom , the King being then 
not ofage.;and ledaway , as they alleadged , by 
evill Counſellors) did raiſe Forces, & by them 
maſtered their Adverfaries. In that Parliament 
(luch as it was for it was held and kept with 
force, how good uſe foever hath been made of 
the Prefidents therein) they procured a ſpeciall 
Act of Pardon fortheir railing of Men, And 
that thoſe Aſſemblies ſhould not be drawn in- 
tro example for thetime to come, 

And as no Man can levy War , or raiſe For- 
ces withoutthe King,ſo much leſle againſtthe 
perſonall Commands of the King oppoſed 
therennto:'Forgby the Statute of the 25. yeer of 
King Edward the third ( which is butdeclara- 
tory of the old Law inthat point ) it is Trea- 
ſonto levy War againſt the King in His Realm; 
Within the conſtruQion of which Statute z1t 1s 
true ( which was ſaid in thelate Declaration, 
under the name of both Houſes of Parliament, 
of the 26. of May laſt) levying War ( in ſome 
ſenſe ) againſt the Kings Authority (though 
not

not intended againſt His Perſon) is levying 
War againſt the King: And therefore the rai- 
ſing of Forces, though upon pretence of remo-. 
ving of ſome evill Counſellors from;about the 
Queen, hath been adjudged Treaſon, inthe 
Caſe of the late Earle of Efſe#, inthe Reign of 
een Elizabeth , and in divers other Caſes: 
(And We wiſh all Our Subjes to conſider, 
Whether, if Men fhall be raiſed contrary to 
Our Proclamation, andagainſt Our Will, it be 
not againſt Our Authority.)But itis as true (and 
was never denied, butin that Declaration) 
That the raiſing of Forces againſt the Kings 
perſonall Command (being no Ideot, nor In- 
fant, uncapable of codeefinning to: Com- 
mand) being accompanied with His preſence, 
is, and-is moſt properly levying of War againſt 
theKing, For if it be a ſufficient pretence for 
raifiug of Men againſt the Kings perſon,” thac 
it1s for the defence of the Kings Authority, and 
of his Kingdom {though againſt his exprelſe 
Command and Proclamation) the Iriſh Re- 
bels will have colour for their horrid Rebelli- 
on;For they ſay (though it be notoriouſly falſe) 
It is for the defence of the Kings Authority, 
and of His Kingdom. And Wat Tyler, and Jack

Cade, and Kettthe'Tanner , wanted not pub- 
like Pretences, which vyere perhaps juſt cauſes 
of Complaints, though not of railing of Mea. 
And thoughthele perſons have gone about 
fubrilly ro diſtinguiſh betwixt Our Perſon and 
Our Authority, as if;, Becaufe Our Authority 
may be where Our Perſon is not, that thereiore, 
Our Perſon may be where Our Authority is 
not; Werequire all Our good. Subjects to take 
notice of the Law (which is.in Print and full 
Force) * That their Allegiance is due unto the 
naturall Perſon of their Prince, and not to.His 
Crowne or. Kingdom diſtin from His natu- 
rall Capacitie. And that by the Oath of Lige- 
ance at the Common-Law «which all per- 
{ons .above the age of twelve yceres are, or 
ought to be {worn unto.) they are bound to 
þe true and faithfull , not tothe King onely as 
King , but to Our Perſon as King CHARLES, 
and to bear Us truth and faich of Life and 
Member, and earthly Honour ; and that they 


fhall ncither know nor hear of any ill orda- 


mage intended to Us that they ſhall not defend. 
And that when, inthe time of K. EpwarD the 


ſecond, Hugh Spencer, being diſcontented with 
the King, cauſed a Bill co be written, wherein 


was

was contained amongſt other things, That Ho 
mage and the Oath of Allegiance was more by 


£ If 


reaſon of the Kings Crown (that is, His King- 


dom) then of His Perſon; andthat ſeeing the 
King cannot be reformed by ſuite of Law, if 
che King will not redrefle and put away that 
which is ill for the Common People, and hurt- 
full ro the Crown, That the thing ought to be 
put away by force, And that His Lieges be 
bound to Govern in aid of Him, and in default 
of Him, he was condemned for it by rwo Par- 
rig , andperperually baniſhed che Xing- 
om, 

We have made mention of theſe Caſes, not 
ſo much to clear Our Righrt,. That We alone 
have the power of raifing Forces, and none of 
Our Subjc&s, either in Parliament or out of 
Parliament againſt Our Will, or perſonall 
Command ( which We think no man thar 
hath che leaſt knowledge in Our Laws, andis 
not lead away by private Intereſts, and may 
ſpeak his minde freely,will deny, nor was ever 
queſtioned in any Parliament before this time) 
astolerthem ſee how dangerous the effect and 
conſequence of raifing of Forces, without Us, 
may beunto Us, androthe Common-wealth, 
B 2 under 
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under pretence of Defence of both. 

And though We cannot doubt of the Aﬀecti- 
ons of Qur geod SubjeRs,conſidering their In-: 
rereſtis involved with Ours, and how precious 
the peace of the Kingdom is, and oughtto be 
untothem; and that according to the words of 
the Scatute of the eleventh yeer of King Henry 
the ſeventh, and the eighteench Chapter, By the 
duty of their Allegiance they are bounden to 
ferve and aſlift Us at all ſeaſons when need 
thall require. FESelg EEE 41.7. 

Yet , to the end that Our good Subjects may 
know what their duty is, and what We expect 
from.them, and thatall others, who, through 
Malice or private Intereſts, ſhall be ranſported 
beyond their duties, may be left withour ex- 
cuſe, We do therefore by this Our Proclamaci- 
on,, chargeand command all Our Subjects up- 
ontheirAllegiance.and as they tender Our Ho- 
nourand Safety,andthe Peace and Safetyof the 
Kingdom, that they preſume nottoraiſe or le- 
vic any Horfes,Horſmen, or Arms, or any For- 
ces whatſoever by colour of any Authoricy 
whatſoever, without Our exprefle pleaſure 


ſignified under Qur great Seal, f other then 


ſuch as ſhall be cailcd, levied, and impreſted

by the Order, as well of Our Selfe, as ofboth 
Houſes of Parliament, according to an A& 
made this Seffions, intituled, Au A for the ber- 
ter raifing and leyying of Souldiers for the preſent 
defence of the Kingdoms of ENGLAND and IRE- 
LAND ( by Juſtices of Peace, andotherwiſe, in 
ſuch manner as is preſcribed in the ſaid A)or 
Contribute, or give any Aſsiftance in Money, 
Plate, finding of Horſes, Hor{men, or Arms, 
or any other wayes, to or for any ſuch Prepara- 
tion, Levie, or Forces.: Andthat ſuch of Our 
good Subjects, who through Ignorance have 
been mil-[ed to. conſent or ſubſcribe to any 
ſuch Levie, Contribution, or Aſiſtance, forth- 
with, uponpublicarion of this Our Proclama- 
tion, deſiſt from continuing luch their Contri- 
' bution or Alsiſtance, or giving any Counte- 
nanceto any ſuch Levies, at their utmoſt perils. 
And We do likewile ſtraitly charge and 
command as well all Our Sheriffs, Juſtices of _ 
Peace, Majors,Bailiffs,Conftables,and all other 
Our Officers whatſoever , That they uſe their 
utmoſt endeavours , as well for publiſhing rhis 
Our Proclamation, as for the ſupprelsing of all 
Levies,or Forces raiſed, or to be raiſed, without 
or againſt Qur conſent: As allo all other Our 
B 3; loving _ 
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loving SubjeQts , That they be Attending, Aid- 
ing, and Aſtiſting Our ſaid Officers and Mini- 
ſters therein,asthey, and every of them will an- 
ſwerit atthceir utmoſt perills.

kinde; And though their laſt of the ſix and 
eweaticth of May gave Us a fair warning, That 
the Contrivers of it, having ſpentall their ſtock 
of bitter and reproachfull Language upon Us, 
We were to expect they ſhould now break our 
ihto ſome bold and diſloyall Actions againſt 
Us: And having by that Declaration ( as far as 
inthem lies ) deveſted Us of that Preeminence 
and Authority, which God, the Law, the Cu- 
ſtom and Conlent of this Nationshad placed in 
Us, and aſſumed itrothemſelves, that they 
ſhould likewiſe, wirh expedition, pur forth the 
fruits of that ſupreme Power for the violatin 
and ſuppreſsing that Power they deſpiſed,( an 
effe of which Reſolution their wilde Decla- 
ration againſt Our Proclamation concerning 
theprerended Ordinancefor the Mzlitia, and 
the puniſhing of the Proclaimers appears to 
be) yet We muſt confeſle, in theirlaſt Arctempr 
( Weſpeak ofthelaſt We know, they may pro- 
bably ſince, or atthispreſent have outdone that 
too ) they have outdone. what We conceive 
was their preſent Intention ; And wholoever 
hears of Propoſitions and Orders for bringing 
in of Money or Plate to maintain Horſe, 
Horſmen,and Arms for the preſervation of the 


publike

publike Peace, or for the Defence of the Kin 
and both Houſes of Parliament ( \{uch is their 
Declaration, or whatelle they pleaſe-to call it, 
of the tenth of June) will ſurely beleeve the 
Peace of this Kingdom to be extremly ſha- 
kenand,atleaft,the King himſelfe to be conſul- 
ted with,and privie to theſe Propoſitions. But 
We hope, that when Our good Subjects ſhall 
finde that this goodly pretence of the Defence 
of the King, is but a ſpecious bait roſeduce 
weak and ;inconfiderate men into the higheſt 
Acts of Diſobedience and Diſloyaltie againſt 
Us,andof Violence and Deſtrucionupon the 
Laws and Conſtitutions of the Kingdom, they 
will no longer be captivated by an implicite 
Reverence to thename of both Houſes of Par- 
liament, but will carefully examine and conſi- 
der what number of perſons are preſent, and 
what perſons are Prevalent in thoſe Conſulta- 
tions, and how the Debates are probably ma- 
naged from whence ſuch horrid and mon- 
ſtrous Concluſions do reſult, and will, ar leaſt, 
weigh the Reputation, Wiſdom, and Aﬀection 
of thoſe who are notoriouſly known,out of the 
very horrour of their proceedings , to have 
withdrawn themſelves, or by their skill and 
2 violence

violence to be driven from them and their 
Counſels. 

Whilſt cheir Fears and Jealouſtes did ariſe, 
or were infuſed intothe people from Diſcour- 
ſes of the Rebels in Ireland, of Skippers at Ro- 
zerdam, of Forces from Denmark, France, or 
Spain , (how improbable and ridiculous ſoe- 
verthat bundle of Informations ap»cared to all 
wile and knowing men) itis no wonder if the 
ealineſle to deceive, and the willingnefle to be 
deceived, did prevail over many of Our weak 
Subjects , to beleeve that the Dangers which 
they did not ſee, might proceed from Cauſes 
whichthey did not underſtand : But for them 
to declare to all the world, That We intend to 
make war againſt Our Parliament, ( whileſt 
Wefit ftill, complaining to God Almighty of 
the [njurie offered to Us, and to the very being 
of Parliaments) and that We have already be- 
gun actually to leavie Forces both of Horſe and 
Foot ( Whileſt We have onely, in a Legall way, 
proviced a ſmaller Guard for the ſecurity of 
Our own Perſon, fo neer a Rebellion at Hull, 
thenthey have had,wichour lawfull Authority, 
above thele eight Moneths, upon imaginary 
and impolsible dangers ) to impoſe upon Our 
peoples

peoples Sence as well as their Underſtanding, 
by telling them, Weare doing that which they 
ſee We are not doing , and intendingthatthey 
all know ( as much as Intentions can be 
known ) We are not intendingjis a boldneſſe 
agreeable to no power, butthe Omnipotencie 
of thoſe Votes, whole abſolute Supremacy hath 
almoſt brought confuſion upon King and Peo- 
ple, and againft which no Knowledge in mat- 
cer of Fa&, or Conſent and Authority in mar- 
terof Law, they will endure ſhall be oppoſed. 
We have, upon all occaſions , with all poſ- 
ſible Expreſsions profeſſed Our faſt and unſha- 
ken Reſolutions for Peace. And We do again 
( inthe preſence of Almighty God, Our Maker 
and Redeemer ) aſſure the World , That We 
have no more thought of making a War againſt 
Our Parliament, then againſt Our own Chil- 
dren ; that We will maintain and obſerve the 
Acts afſented to by Us this Parliament, with- 
out Violation, { of which, thatfor the frequent 
aſſembling of Parliaments is one ) and that 
We havenot, or ſhall not have any thought of 
uſing any force, unlefſe We ſhall be driven to it 
for the ſecurity of OurPerſon, and for the de- 
fence of the Religion, Laws and Liberty of the 
C 2 King- 
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Kingdom,and thejult Rights and Priviledges 
of Parliament. And therefore We hope the Ma- 
lignantParty,vvho have ſo much deſpiſed Our 
Perſon,& uſurped our Office, ſhall not by their 
ſpecious fraudulent inſinuacions prevaile with 
Our good SubjeAts, to give Credit to their 
wicked Aſſertions, and ſo to contribute their 
Power and Alsiftance for the ruine and deftru- 
ion of Us and themſelves. 

For Our Guard about Our Perſon ( which 
not ſo much their Example,as their Provocati- 
on inforced Ustotake) 'tis known , it conſiſts 
of the prime Gentry (in Fortune and*Reputati- 
on) of this County, and of one Regiment of 
Our Trained Bands, who have been ſo far from 
offering any Aﬀeonts, Injurics , or Diſturbance 
ro any of Our good Subjects , that their princi- 
pall end is toprevent{uch; and ſo, may be ſecu- 
rity,can be no grievance to Our People. That 
{ome ill-affeted perſons, or any perſons, have 
been imployed in other parts toraiſe Troops, 
under colour of Our Service,or have made lar 
(or any) offers of Reward and Prefermentto 
fuch as will come in , is, for ought We know 
and as We belecve, an untruth deviſed by the 
Contriyers of this falle Rumour ; We diſavow 


it, 
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it» and are confident, there will be no need of 
ſuch Art or Induſtry to induce Ourloving Sub. 
jets, when they ſhall ſce Us opprefled , and 
their Liberties and Laws confounded ( and till 
then we ſhall notcall on them ) to come in to 
Usand to aſliſt Us. 

For the Delinquents (whom Weare ſaid 
with a high and forcible hand to protect ) ler 
them benamed, and their Delinquency, and if 
We give not ſatisfaion to Juſtice, when We 
{hall have received ſatisfaction concerning Sir 
Jobs Hothamsby his legall Triall ,thenletUsbe 
blamed. But if the Deſigne be ( as it is well 
known to be) after We have been driven b 
force from Our City of London, and kept by 
forcefrom Our Town of Hull , to protectall 
thoſe whoare Delinquents againſt Us, andto 
makeallthole Delinquents, who attend on Us 
or execute Our lawfull Commands , We have 
greatreaſon to be ſatisfied in the Truth and Ju- 
ſtice of ſuch Accuſation,leſt tobe Our Servant, 
and to be a Delinquent , grow to be termes ſo 
convertiblethar in a ſhort time We be left as 
naked in Attendancezas they would have Us in 
Powerand ſo compell Us tobe waited on on- 
ly by ſuch, whom they ſhall appoint & allow,

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and in whoſe preſence We ſhould be more mi- 
ſerably alone,thenin Deſolation it ſelf. And if 
the ſeditious Contrivers and Fomeaters of this 
ſcandall upon Us,ſhall have ( as they have had) 
the power to miſ[-lead the Major part preſent 
of either,or both Houles ,to make ſuch Orders, 
and ſend ſuch Meſſages and Meſſengers as they 
| have lately done ,for the apprehenſion of the 
great Earles and Barons of England, as if they 
were Rogues or Felons; and whereby Perſons 
of Honour and Quality are made Delinquents, 
meerly for attending upon Us, and upon Our 
Summons, whileſt other men are forbid to 
come neer Us (though obliged by the Duty of 
their Places and Oaths ) upon Our lawtull 
Commands;*tis no wonder if ſuch Meſſengers 
are not very well intreated,and ſuch Orders not 
obeyed: Neither can there beaſurerand a cun- 
ninger way found out to render the Authority 
of both Houſes {corned andvilified, then to aſ- 
ſumerothemlelves ( meerly upon the Autho- 
ritie of the name of Parliament ) a power 
monſtrous to all Underſtandings , and to do 
Actions,and to make Orders evidently and de- 
monſtrably contrary to all known Law and 
Reaſon (astotake up Arms againſt Us, under 
= COTE. 
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colour of defending Us,to cauſe Money to be 
brought in tothem , andrto forbid Our own 
Money to be paidto Us, or to Our uſe, under 
colour,Thar We will imploy it ill; to beat Us, 
and ſtarve Us for Our own good and by Our 
own Power and Authoritie) which muſt in 
ſhort time make the greateſt Court, and the 
oreat Perſon cheap,andof nocſtimation. 

Who thoſe ſenſible men are of the publike 
Calamities,of he Violations of the Priviledges 
of Parliamerit,and the common Liberty of the 
Subje&,who have been baffled and injured by 
Malignant Men,and Cavaliers about Us, We 
cannot imagine: And if thoſe Cavaliers are ſo 
much without the fearc of God and Man, and 
ſoready to commit all manner of Outrage and 
Violence, as is pretended, Our Government 
oughtto be the more eſteemed , which hath. 
kepcthem from doing (o, inſomuch as We be- 
leeve no Perſon hath cauſe to complain of any 
injury,or of any damage, inthe leaſt degree, by 
any man about, or who hath offered his ſervice 
to Us. All which being duly conſidered , if the 
Contrivers of theſe Propoſitions and Orders 
had been truly ſenſible of the Obligation which 
lies upon them in Honour , Conſcience, and 
| ; Duty 
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Duty , accordingtothe high Truſt repoſed in 
chem by Us and Our people, they would not 
have publiſhedſuch a ſenſeand apprehenſion 
of imminentdanger,when themſelves in their 
Conſciences know , That the greateſt, and in- 
deed only danger which threatens this Church 
and State,the bleſſed Religion and Libertie of 
Our people,is intheir own deſperate and (edi- 
tious Deſignes,and would not endeavour up- 
onſuch weak andgroundlefle Reaſons to (c- 
duce Our good Subjects from their Aﬀection 
and Loyalty to Us,to runthemlelves into Acti- 
ons unwarrantable, & deſtructive to the Peace 
and Foundation of the Common. wealth. 

And that all Our loving Subjects may ſee 
how cauſleſſe,and groundleſle this ſcandalous 
Rumour and Impurtation of Our raiſing War 
uponour Parliament is, We have, with this Our 
Declaration,cauſed to be Printed the Teſtimo- 
ny of thoſe Lords, and other Perſons of our 
Councell, who are here with Us, whobeing 
upon the Place,could not but diſcover ſuch our 
Intentions,and Preparations, and cannot be ſu- 
ſpeed for their Honours and their [ntercſts,co 
combine inſuch miſchievous and horrid Re- 
ſolutions. And therefore we ſtraightly Charge 
and 
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and Command all Our loving Subje&s upon 
their Allegiance, and as they will Anſwer the 
contrary at their peril], That they yeeld no Obe- 
dience or Conſent tothe ſaid Propoſitions and 

Orders, and thatthey preſume not, under an 
{ſuch Pretences,or by colour of any ſuch Orders,

affectionately and ſealonably- performed for - 
the preſervation of Us and the Kingdom : 
But We ſhall be much gladder, Thattheir tub-

ſiſting from any ſuch atremprs of raiſing Horſe 
or Mcn,may eaſe all Our good Subjects of that 
trouble, charge, and vexation.
